Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the request for withdrawal of the 
restriction, formulas 8-9, requiring R7 to represent alkyl groups, have no antecedent bases in formula (2), which requires R7 to be 
hydrogen. 

Regarding the finally, as stated in the interview, the search that resulted in the prior art was necessitated by the amendments to the claims 
in response to the first Office Action. 

The restriction requirement remains Final. The rejections remain Final for reason already stated on the record.
